‘Fresh from the gardens’ 
Five-Year Plan 


Under all normal conditions the people ef Western Canada would display 
merely an academic interest in events transpiring and 
piace in Russia, but for some time past, and to an ever-increasing extent, 
Russian policy has had a hearing and a definite effect upon the prosperity of 
this portion of the Dominion, in fact upon the whole business: structure of 
@anada, as well as of other ‘countries. 

It is difficult:to find out exactly what is taking place in Russia, as many

veports: are both confusing and contradictory, consequently it is not surpris- | 
ing that people in this country are still puzzicd and uncertain in their minds : 


whether Russia constitutes a real and permanent menace to Canada, not 
politically or in a military sense, but economically. 

Certain things have, nevertheless, become fairly well established. Yor 
example, it is known that in October, 1928, Russia inaugurated what is 
known as the “Five-Year Plan” of national development which observers on 
the spot in Russia describe as 
enywhere in the world.” ‘ 

On October 1, 1930, the*second year of this experiment will come to a 
close. 

‘The Five-Year Plan In Four Years.” What is this ‘Five-Year Plan?’’ -It 
was,outlined by a Soviet Government agency over a year ago, and, in part, 
the’ plan ‘ 

“Provides for total capital investments in the five years beginning Octo- 
ber 1, 1928, of $33,000,000,000, or about two, and one-half times the actual in- 


vestments in the preceding five years. A goodly share of this will go for the | 


construction of industrial plants and for the purchase of foreign equipment 
and machinery. The foreign-trade programme calls: for imports of apout 
£3,200,000,000 during the period. Among the outstanding projects sclfeduled 
for construction, and in most instances completion, during the rive jenr 
period; are two tractor factories with an output of 40,000 units per“year 
each, an automobile factory with an output of 100,000 cars per annum, a 


score of steel mills to produce over 5,000,000 tons of steel per year, many | 
chemical, textile, machine-huilding, electro-technical, paper, glass, leather, |

The average Amerjcan of 1930 will 
consume 150 pounds more food this 
year than his predecssor of 1900, ac- | 


according to the American Reséarch | 


Foundation. 

“More sugar, fruits, fats and oils, | 
and milk products are being eaten by 
the people of: United States,’ says 
the Foundation. | 

“The per capita consumption of 
sugar is®simated at about 105 pounds 
this year, compared with 61 pounds 
per capita in 1900. Fats and oils will 
average about 44 pounds. per capita 
this year, compared with 34 pounds 
a generation ago. : 

“Milk products. consumption has 
increased from 840 pounds to 1,040, 
and fresh fruits from 169 to 192 
pounds per capita. 

“Meat consumption has shown lit- 
tle variation, ranging from 142 to 145, 
pounds a year per person. ; 

“Wiguring the increases with the 
declines, the average per capita food 
consumption shows a gain of 150 
pounds annually in the last 30 years. 

“An increasing preference for ener- 
zy and heat preducing foods. is evi- 
dent in the modern American dietary. 
Sugar largely supplies energy, while 
fats are necessary in generating heat 
and power for the body. 

“Meat, milk and créam, and dozens 
of other items on the daily menu have 
a high fat content. The exceptional 
value of fats is that, in addition to

Feeding tests at the Cap Rouge 
Experimental Station. of the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture show 
that it pays to feed laying hens skim- 
milk.

PREVENTING DIPTHERIA °. | 


Diptheria belongs to a 
communicable diseases.as it is caused | 
by a disease’ germ. It is a severe and 
frequently fatal disease, and its most 
dangerous attacks are’ made upon 
children from six months to five years 
of age. 

The germ which causés 
lodges in the throat and nose. When 
the person harboring such | germs 
coughs .or sneezes or simply talks, :he 
throws out little drops of secretions 
in which the germs are present in 
large numbers. 

In order to convince yourselves that 
this happens, we would suggest that 
you stand in front of a clean mirror, 
and that you cough, sneeze or talk 
You will find that you 
throw out quite a spray of droplets, 
and as you gtadually increase your 
distance from the mirror, you ew'll 
discover also that an uncovered cough 
or sneeze sends these droplets a d's- 
tance of several feet. 

This then is the reason why you 
should always cover your nose and 
mouth with 4 handkerchief when. you 
cough or sneeze.. You can at least 
turn your face to the floor if the 
sneeze comes unexpected'y. You will 
also understand why you should not 
talk directly into a person’s face or 
allow him to. do the same to you. * 

These points have been mentioned 
because they show how; in our daily 


group of 


diptheria 


‘lives, we are almost sure to be expos- 


ed to disease germs. It follows that 
as we are frequently exposed to di- 
sease germs, we should, as far as it 
is possible, keep ourselves in such 
condition that we will be enab!ed to 
deal with any germs which may gain 
entrance into our bodies. 

Diptheria is one of the few diseases 
which we can prevent. The deaths, 
suffering and damage for which. dip- , 
theria is responsible each year can 
be prevented. This waste of human 
life, this injury to health need not oc- 
cur because it is in our power to pro- 
tect children against diptheria. 

By the injection of diptheria toxoid 
which is a harmless substance, the. 
body of a child develops certain pro- | 
tective forces. When these protective | 
forces are present in the body, then| 
diptheria germs are powerless to do! 
any harm to that person. 

Every child has the right to 
healthy and to be protected from di- 
sease. We have the means to pro- 
tect children from diptheria, ,.The

But 
the Ontarian coming West cited 
their little strips of land, maintain- 
ing that as good: a‘living could be 
made of 40 intensely cultivated adres 


as of even a quarter section of scat- | 


tered crops’ on the prairies, and pre- 
dicted that the day of the °40-acre 
farm would come im the West. Now it 
appears that the prophecy like many 


/ another is. going to prove the very 


reverse of the truth. 

“Farming is entering the ranks of 
big business. The acres cultivated 
by individual farmers’ tend to be more | 
rather than less and the day of the 
‘wheat factory’ on a gigantic scale 
is already. seen by some, The aver- 
age size of the Western farm in 1926 
Was 370.5 acres in Avherta. 389.7 in 
Saskatchewan and 270.6 in Manitoba.
